to the Snake Creek silver mining region 
er to the riches of Egan Canon and Deep 


- €reek—we confine our remarks to the Rush 


Valley mines. These miaea are about forty 
miles frum this city, and are perhaps the most 
extensive of any on the continent. The bills 
skirting Rush Valley on the East and South. 
Fast are full of mineral. For miles there seems 
to be a belt of country most prolific in silver 
bearing ore. Scarcely a piece of rock can be 
picked up on the surface of the ground but 
indicates the presence of metal. Lead upon 
lead, lode upon lode, vein upon vein, witbin 
a stone’s throw of each other has been found, 
located and partially developed. All the 
veins have the same general characteristics, 
being argentiferoms galeua or in other words 
velm of lead strengiy impregnated with sil- 
ver. These veins assay from $50 to $500 in 


silver to the too, and from $1 to $100 in gold. 
‘Bwo furnaces bavealready been built and are 
no win auecessful operation. The ore is thrown 
into them, subjected to beat, and the metal 


bars run out in great qnantities. These bars 


are mixed lead and silver. We have before 
us a small bar aseayed by Kellogg & Hewston 
of dan Francisco, on which the assay is as fol-

Pardon will be granted me, perhaps. for 
assuming this onerous task, but having given 
my undivided attention to the sciences bear- 
ing upon these subjects, the past few years. 
I freely offer these kindly suggestions, that 
aid may be rendered. though unsought Hav- 
ing “mule Jn for my motte, in 
thought. if not in deed, I come directly toa 
few general rules fonnded upon: geological 
and metallurgical research. 

And first, the general geological Serer 
teristics of a locality should be carefully in- 
vesfigated and as far as possible ascertained, 
whether it be a granite, lime, sfate, sand or 
conglomerate formation, or a mixture of one 
or more, or all. I presume that the pros- 
pector need not spend any time in looking 
for metalic ledes in the sand or conglemerate 
formations, as none are there found. But not 
so in the others. Distinctions, bowever, are 
all important in these in order to accomplish 
the object sought. And thisis not so difficult. 
For the lime formation is easily ascertained 
by making use of a little hydrochloric aeid 
(muriatic acid, ef the shops ;) as, when ap- 
plied to it, effervescence takes place By the 
disengagement of carbonié acid gas. Quartz 
rock is not affected inthe same way by it, 
hence it is easily distinguished from the lime. 
This test sbou?d always be made, unless the 
charaeter of the sock ia otherwise determined, 
as it often and very generally determines the 
chagaoter of - the ores. 

If for instance. a lode should be found, the 
matrix of which was limestone, traversing 
granite or some species of metamorphosed 
granit whichis so abundant in the Rocky 
Mountain range; galena, argentiferous gule- 
na, argentiferous copper, or argentiffereus 
zinc and cuperiferous ores would most natu- 
rally obtain. If, to change ita little, as is 
very common, quartzaose (lime and quarta) 
forms the matrix, aroargentiferous galena, 
(gold, silver and lead) might be combined 
therein, or simply argentiferons ores alone. 
Galena ofes are not often fonnd in lange 
quantities in quartz rock. Should, however, 
such croppings be found, there is no certafhty 
of their stability, and very generally give 
way to otber combinations. Whereas in the 
lime formations, even in a gold and silver

(common salt) in solution, when, if a white 
clond or curd appears, either lead or silver is 
present Then pour off the acid and expos 
the precipitate to the sun-light, and in 7 
few. minutes, if silver, it will turn purple. 
little aqua ammonia will re-dissolve the silver 
again.

The above tests are sufficient 'if carefully 


made, to give an approximative knowledge °f 
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2 and ammonia, a blow- 
ol. tin ‘piece of chareoal, a lit- 
tle borax and soda. Borax may be added in 
all the blow-pipe testa, but only a little. 

Bone ash may be obtained by calcining, by 
fire, beef bones and grinding to fine powder. 
and washing. in warm water well. Cupells 
are made or can be made, by moistening bone 
ash and working in any shape so as to leave 
a small cavity or cusp for the button to be 
cupelled. To n place the button in the 
cupell and with the blow-pipe concentrate the 
blaze of a candle, or which is better. that of 
an alcghol lamp or the bule part of the flame, 
on the button until all of the lead is oxidized 
out, when, if for silver, a bright silver globule 
appears and no further oxydation.

The Indian war and the State Question. 


Nobody that has read the correspondence 
of the Governor in relation to threatened hos- 
tilities, covering as it does a year and a half 
past, and published by us a week or so since, 
will doubt for a moment that had his demands 
been granted, we would have been spared the 

resent Indian war, and that all now would 
— been peace and prosperity in Colorado, 
instead of danger, alarm and ruin. Nor will 
any one deny that, bad be been the Governor 
of a sovereign State, with two Senators and a 
full Representation in Congress to back his 
mg they would have been speedily grant- 

Nor will any one deny that as a Territory 
our people will be utterly powerless te secure 
payment for their services, or indemnity for 
their losses. Let us give two parallel cases 
though with a wide contrast in their result— 
in illustration. 

In the early days of its settlement the Ter- 
ritory of Oregon became involved in an In- 
dian war similar to our own, and probably 


not any more extensive. For twelve years her | 
14 were before Congress asking indemnity 


or their losses, and pay for their services, but 
without effect, though backed by such men as 
Joe Palmer. Joe Lane, (a power in his day 
under Democratic administrations,) Joe Meek. 
(a near relative of ex-President Polk) and 
others. At last Oregon came in as a State and 
within less than one year thereafter her Indian 
war claims were allowed, and paid in full. 

A couple of years ago there was a similar 
Indian outbreak in the State of Minnesota. 
and throngh the influence of her Senators, 
Messrs Rice and Wilkinson, immediate pro- 
tection was afforded to her citizens, and the 
very next session of Congress provided for 
the payment of all claims arising from the 
war. Our readers are all familiar with the 
facts in this case. Asa Territory, we will re- 
maia in the condition of Oregon during ber 
twelve years fruitless petitions to Congress. 
As a State we will ive an immediate 
hearing and prompt relief as did Minnesota. 
Ne right thinking man will be so unjust to our 
suffering citizens as to vote against the State 
under the present circumstances. 

He who votes to reject the Constitution 
really votes against pay ng Captain Tyler and 
his men for their brave and patriotic services; 
against the payment of Captain Bruwne’s 
company ; against the payment of all other 
militiamen who bave been or may be called 
into the service. and against indemnity for all 
losses suffered by citizens generally, at least 
for long years to come. Certainly no good 
citizen of Colorado will vote against paying 
our brave defenders, nor against indemnifying 
those who have snffered such beavy losses by 
this infernal Indian war. We know you will 
not be guilt of either ingatitude or inbu- 
manity, therefore, we confidently expert to 
record an almost unanimous vote “For the 
Constitution — Denver News, Sept. 7th.
